Rabiner accepted the 
unspoken challenge and within a few days offered 160 
choice acres he owned to be used for homeless, dependent 
boys.

The Iowa State Policemen Association accepted the offer 


and became sponsors of what they decided should be 
called The Jerry Rabiner Memorial Boys Ranch. Merchants, 
labor unions, service clubs and individuals contributed time 
and money to make the ranch a reality. 


Today, the ranch has two cottages housing 12 boys 


in each, headed by house parents, one of whom is a 
Protestant minister. Athletic and work activities have been 
included and also a chapel. There are no racial or religious 
qualifications,/but each boy is expected to go to the church 
of his choice.

through the Jerry Rabiner Memorial .Ranch, are giving un- 
fortunate boys a chance at a responsible future.

End to Tax Exempt Industrial Bonds 


The Treasury Department has announc- 


ed its intention to change -a rule which has 
granted tax exempt status to bond issues 
sold by local governmental units for the 
purpose 
of industrial 
development, a 


change which would be a reversal of a rule 
which has stood since 1954. 


The department decision will have 


particular meaning for Wisconsin munici- 
palities and counties, which have been 
laboring under the handicap of competition 
from such financing plans in other states. 
In 1965, the legislature authorized Wiscon- 
sin counties to issue such bonds, and a few 
counties, including 
Outagamie County, 


have organized development corporations 
as a first step toward this type of financing. 
But the Wisconsin type of bond has never 
received approval from the Treasury De- 
partment, probably because of the change 
in attitude which was taking shape and 
which now has resulted in the decision to 
change the tax exempt rule. 


But in the meantime, Wisconsin has 


faced the unfair competition from these 
bonds issued in other states. Forty-one 
states now allow the issuing of such bonds. 


There have been periodic attempts to 


end the tax exempt status of such bonds in 
the form of legislation. The latest bill with 
this objective introduced by Rep. John 
Byrnes of Green Bay, the ranking Republi- 
can 
cof the House Ways and 'Means 


Committee which has jurisdiction over tax 
matters, was endorsed by the Treasury 
Department. The subsequent decision to try 
to achieve the same thing through a change 
in tax rules probably is a frank recognition 
of the political facts of life since most of 
the states now are using this financing 
device in competition for industrial devel- 
opment. Rep. Wilbur Mills, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, is from 


Arkansas, one of the leading states in use 
of these bonds. 


As Rep. Byrnes has pointed out repeat- 


edly, the tax exempt status given such bond 
issues means that there is not only unfair 
competition among the states in industrial 
development but that taxpayers from states 
like Wisconsin also are picking up the tab 
for lost revenues. 


The totals of such bond issues no longer 


make the question one of an insignificant 
nature, if it ever was. The national total of 
such bond issues has increased from $70 
million in 1960 to $1.4 billion last year. 


Added to the normal annual increases 


in public works bond issues, the industrial 
development bonds are causing an added 
tax cost at the local level in another way. 
The gush of industrial development bonds 
has served to drive up interest rates on 
public works bond issues because of the 
competition for money. 


The basis for the tax exempt status of 


public works bonds is that they are 
obligations of municipal taxpayers. In most 
cases, ia~ contrast, the industrial develop- 
ment bonds are retired from annual land or 
building payments of firms whose plants 
have been financed through the less costly 
means of local government borrowing. The 
use of this device to lure industry has been 
well documented. 


The Treasury Department is on the 


right track in changing the tax exempt 
rule, though it is expected to face a federal 


x court challenge. The present rule has 


resulted in unfair competition to states like 
Wisconsin, is based on the faulty premise 
that industrial development bonds are a 
taxpayer obligation, and is resulting in the 
loss of a potential source of federal 
revenue. 


Narrowing the Generation Gap 


How much power does a public school 


have the right to exercise when dealing 
with the dress of the students in its 
schools? Such questions are being raised 
across the country as teen-agers continue to 
set their own clothes styles, such as long 
hair for the boys and short skirts for the 
girls. 


The question could perhaps be re- 


phrased and broadened to: How much can 
the older generation allow the younger 
generation to assert its independence? This 
is what lies at the heart of such questions, 
the style of dress being merely one aspect. 
Teen-agers imbued with the idealism of 
youth are quick to spot the phoniness of 
adults, while slow to come to the realization 
that they will soon be faced with even 
greater responsibilities and may not be able 
to always react as nobly as they expect 
their elders to do. 


"They're just afraid we're going to 


become nonconformists," said one Con- 
necticut sophomore who was suspended 
from high school because of his long hair. 
"We just got that good old line — 'it isn't 


good for the school,' " he said. "We're not 
troublemakers." 


Many teens fear conformity, but by 


avoiding the conformity of adults they 
become conformed to their own age's 
standards. 
Such a conformity is not 


necessarily bad, if teen-agers realize what 
their own standards mean. It helps them to 
identify with their own generation. And it 
is their peers with whom they will live the 
rest of their lives. 


Adults must approach the customs or 


fads of teen-agers with an open mind, as 
difficult as it at times may be. Each 
generation naturally tends to view its own 
customs as best. Teen-agers must decide 
whether their customs are so much better 
than their elders' that they will "take a 
stand against adults to defend them. 
Adults, in turn, must remember 
the 


customs of their youth and try to take a 
long-range view of the actions of their teen- 
age daughters and sons. Theirs is the 
ultimate responsibility and theirs should be 
the concern. 


The Non-Proliferation Treaty 


The agreement by the United States, 


the Soviet Union and Great Britain to the 
nuclear nonproliferation treaty is a step in 
the right direction although obviously it 
alone cannot prevent nuclear war or the 
complete withholding of nuclear weapons 
from other countries. Two members of the 
nuclear club, France and China, won't sign. 


The treaty primarily is aimed at 


convincing countries like India and Israel, 
both of which might b,e tempted to develop 
their own hydrogen bombs, that they will 
be protected from nuclear attack. If there 
is such attack, the Security Council is 
authorized to take action but any one of the 
five permanent members can veto action. 
Since an even faster response is needed in 
case of such attack, the United States and 
the Soviet Union may take action on their 
own to come to the aid of any nation 
against which there has been nuclear 
aggression. 


Ironically the treaty may in part answer 


the question as to whether the United 
States might use nuclear weapons in 
Vietnam. While only signatories to the 
treaty are eligible for protection, it might 
well be that the Soviet Union could come 
more actively to the defense of North 
Vietnam and use the intent of the treaty as 
reason enough. However, the argument is 
academic since if United States authorities 
are so blinded that they might indeed use 
nuclear weapons, the Third World War 
would explode into reality. 


In actual fact the treaty puts the United 


States and the Soviet Union in a partner- 
ship against Red China. In effect they are 
warning the rulers in Peking to stay away 
from India's borders and even not to get 


further involved in Vietnam. It has been 
clear for some time that while the Soviet 
Union probably cannot afford to have 
North Vietnam badly beaten, it does not 
want the Chinese to make influential 
decisions in the area or anywhere else. 
Russia has proved herself more adept than 
the United States at avoiding being led by 
the nose by other nations. 


As long as De Gaulle rules, it is unlikely 


that France will sign the treaty but there is 
no immediate danger that France will hand 
out nuclear weapons to anyone else or use 
them aggressively against another nation. 
De Gaulle simply wants to possess such 
weapons as a matter of national prestige 
and as a safeguard in case the United States 
would not come to Europe's aid if there 
were a Soviet move westward, which today 
seems highly unlikely. 


The real problem remains China. With a 


deliverable weapon, the Chinese could 
probably even wipe out a major city 
somewhere. But the treaty should give Mao 
Tse-tung reason to hold back since the 
Soviet Union at least would not hesitate to 
retaliate in such a case. 


The treaty will not help much in 


slowing down the extremist elements in 
both Russia and the United States which 
see safety only in one improvement in 
weapons of war after another. But it may 
encourage some of the smaller countries to 
use their slim resources for the purposes of 
life rather than death. 


The treaty now comes up for discussion 


and decision in the United Nations General 
Assembly. Whatever its drawbacks, it is 
worthy of backing.

St. Patrick, in his campaign 


to spread Christianity in Ire- 
land, saw more of the Emer- 
ald Isle than many well-heeled 
American tourists do 15 cen- 
turies later. The zealous mis- 
sionary traveled by boat, by 
ox-cart arid on foot to combat 
Hie pagan power of the Druids. 


Patrick's introduction to Ire- 


land came when he was kid- 
naped by Irish raiders from 
bis father's home in Britain. 
He was taken into bondage 
and served for six years as a 
sheepherder at Mount Slemish, 
north of what is now the city 
of Belfast. Patrick made his 
escape at the age of 22, got 
across to Gaul, now France, 
and studied for the priesthood 
at Auxerre 


He returned to Ireland with 


a burning desire to evangelize 
the country. Christianity al- 
ready had gained a foothold 
but many of the Irish kings 
and chieftains encouraged na- 
ture 
worship 
and 
idolatry 


among their followers.. 
MANY LEGENDS 


Fertile Irish 
imaginations 


have created many legends 
about the Me and work of 
Patrick. Historians and bio- 
graphers have had dificulty 
sorting out fact from fiction. 
But it is believed he came 
back to Ireland in the year 
432. 


Patrick built a church and 


monastery in Armagh in Ul- 
ster where he presided as 
bishop. With Armagh as a 
base, he traveled around the 
island, preaching, b u i l d i n g 
churches and converting chiefs 
and their clans to Christianity. 


His first religious efforts as 


a missionary bishop kept him 
occupied in the 
counties of 


Down and Antrim. Later he 
journeyed south to the site of 
the city of Dublin, through 
scenic Wicklow and Meath. 
Accounts of his trips read like 
a rollcail of Irish counties: 
Pioscommon, Sligo, Mayo, Of- 
faly, D o n e g a l , Tipperary, 
Cork, Kerry, Clare. Just name 
the section and he probably 
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if 
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was there as he crisscrossed 
Ireland preaching and debat- 
ing for 30 years. 


He did much along the 


coasts, persuading Irish sea 
•raiders to give up the lucra- 
tive practice of seizing men 
from other countries and sell- 
ing them into slavery. 
A 


victim of this system, he also 
reputedly talked many of the 
chiefs and landowners 
into 


freeing their bondsmen. 


A highlight 
of Patrick's 


priestly achievements was his 
confrontation with Laoghaire, 
a king who held sway over a 
large area of southern Ireland 
from his fortress-like palace 
on the nill of Tara in Meath. 
Patrick vanquished D r u i d 
priests in an argument. Laog- 
iiaire was so impressed he put 
the Christian saint under his 
protection. But Laoghaire — 
an a n c e s t o r of today's 
O'Learys — didn't go all the 
way. He remained a pagan 


despite Patrick's pleas. Pat- 
rick had to be satisfied with 
the granting of freedom to 
pursue his evangelizing in the 
king's domain. 


Did Patrick drive the snakes 


out of Ireland? Don't believe 
it, historians say, there never 
were any in that green, misty 
isle. Patrick's feats were men- 
tal not physical as he started 
Ireland on the way to being a 
nation of saints and scholars. 
The vigorous ex-slave lived 


about 76 years, died in 461, 
and was buried in Ireland on 
March 17, now St. Patrick's 
Day. 


His accomplishments 
are 


summed up in writings attri- 
buted to Bishop Secundinus, a 
contemporary: 


"Patrick frees captives from 


a twofold servitude; the great 
numbers from whom he liber- 
ates from bondage to men; 
these countless ones he frees 
from the yoke of the devil."
